Mrs Block sonsumec considerable 
time in presantin; a backgrovad pieture of the committee end 
ite work fer Cole Cunningham, whe appeared to be very aympathe 
etic to all of Mr. Block's remarks, 


Se Toward the end of his oral presentation, Mr. Block 
informed the Subcommittee that the trend teday is for the 
Department of State te aeauae the planning and coordinating 
responsibilities for evert ssycholecical warfare for use 
in war or threat of war. By this he meast that the Depert- 
ment of State would take over the function from SANACC ané 

would still heve representation from the service agencies an: 
from CIA, just as our virulent Bubcomnittes operates todey. 
A paper on that subjeet is being prepared by "someone" ia 
the Department of State and this will be sent to the Natienei 
Security Council for appreval. 


4 SAWACC 304/16 propossd the establishment of oortair. 
technical assistance for planning a psychological warfars 
agency. Mr. Plook said that Navy was ready to approve the 
paper. Col. Cunninghen said that even thouch Aray urs 
sympathetic towarc the need for such technical ;uides, tie, 
could net find “the badies." I stated that, like the Amy, 
CIA did net heve persa:nel available for sush a program: ani 
furthermore, that we did not think it was necessary for us 
to have representation on the proposed “workin; groupe” in 
the various categeries mentioned in 504/16. I also ste tad 
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that our interests would te properly carec for by repregpentat i. 4 
on the Subsormittes itaelf. All present were heartily in 
accord with the CIA stand which led to a discussion as te 

what actually was intended by the establishmeat of “workin: 
groups” of technical assistents "s.,auberdinate to the 
Subcommittees..." It was the consensus of all oresent thet t he 
peper was sunewhat misleadin: when it reecmesds that "the 
State, Army, Navy and Air Force Departments aad the Contre! 
Intelligence Agency should nominate a suitable official 

or officer to serve with each of thesesworking groupsess* 
Rather was it: intended that theas agencies should dasiznete 
certain individuals who would be available on 4 consultative 
basis as, if, and when required. Instead of sendin: out a 
corrigendum to the pacer it was agreed Shat each nember sould 
bring this metter to the attention of his ageticy, since the 
paper would be acheduled for disousaton at the next meetin:
